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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see pg. 8 2 nd paragraph to pg. 9, 1 st paragraph, filed 
August 9, 2006, with respect to claims 1, 15, 18 and 24 have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. The rejections of claims 1, 15, 18 and 24 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-24 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With regard to claims 1, 15, 18 and 24: 

Amendments to the claims overcome the prior art rejections made in the previous 
action. Applicant's arguments with respect to TGT authorization data not being the same 
as the authorization data in the service ticket and the fact that the copied authorization 
data is not contained in a ticket itself sent to the client were persuasive over the prior art. 
The prior art of record (Windows 2000 Kerberos Authentication White Paper) disclosed 
authorization data being generated in two steps but in each step the authorization data is 
inserted into a TGT ticket and a Service Ticket. Windows 2000 Kerberos failed to teach 
the authorization data being generated and then being copied and sending the second 
copy not in a ticket, encrypted to the client. However, after further search, Medvinsky et 
al. (Medvinsky), U.S. Patent No. 6,993,652, teaches a method wherein the identity of the 
client is encrypted and sent but not in the clear or within the ticket, however, this patent is 
by the same inventor as the instant application. 
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None of the other references cited in the prior action combine with Windows 
2000 to disclose the amended limitations to claims 1, 15, 18 and 24. 

An updated search did not uncover any new prior art not by the same inventor of 
the instant application. No art disclosing, nor motivation to combine has been found 
which recites copying authorization data contained in a ticket and sending the second 
copy to the client encrypted and not contained in a ticket. In the art of verifying 
authorization it is most prevalent to copy the authorization data into another ticket to send 
to the client. 

All other pending claims are dependent on allowable claims 1, 15, 18 and 24 and 
are allowable for that reason.
